A new entrance into Strathmore has 
just been giving a good 
highway into town from the Calgary- 
Medicine Hat highway. The road 
runs from the corner of the main road 
to the west end of Third Street, It is 
thirty-five feet wide and eravelled, 
with adequate drainage. a new steel 
culvert having been placed in. The 
total cost of the road will be around 
$1,000. 

A new steel culvert has also been 
put in between Irrigation Headquar- 
ters and the railway, and the road 
fixed at a cost of between $400 and 
$500, 

In addition most of the streets have 
been dragged, and part of Second 
Street regraded, 

The Council made an appropriation 
of $2500 for this work, and it is hoped 
that this amount will be sufficient to 
complete the programme laid out for
